Near Home, 


Mystery ' surrounds the finding last 


night of Paul O'Lenry, n 
young man, 


who resides with his, father, 
M. A. 


O'Leary at 559 Twenty-eighth street, in 
a comatose condition from which he was 
aroused with difficulty, in a dark allVy 
in the rear of his home. The youth says 
he was sandbaggred. The physicians at- 
tending- him ytates he fell In n death-like 
trance, which can scarcely be distin- 
guished from death itself. 


Special Police-man Emigh, who discov- 


ered the prostrate form of the youth m 
the alley in the rear of 'his home, \\-M-, 
convinced tbat he had found a dfcjul per- 
son and telephoned police headquarters 
to that effect. 
The morgue was com- 
municated with hut before the body was 
removed Detective George Kyte was dis- 
patched to'the scene. He made a hasty 
examination, found that tho body wds 
coid and that [here was no pulse. 
Ho 
first came to the conclusion that, the man 
was dead. He, however, tlashed his pock- 
et lantern on the face of the boy to see 
if he knew him. 
There way a silent 
fiuivor of the eyelashes and lids. 
This 
was followed by other signs of returning 
conrfciousnesSi 
In a few moments the 
eubject began regular breathing. Three 
hours later, after having been attended 
by Dr. Ewer, the'young fellow regained 
consciousness. 
The strange part of the entire pro- 
ceeding Is a telephone message sent to 
the father of the young man shortly be- 
fore he was found in the alley. The mes- 
sage hinted at ,su;c!de. 
It seems that tne father had dispatched 
his son to pay his dues at a meeting of 
the Woodmen of the World. 
About fie 
time the lodge let out the father received 
the following message. "Paul will not IK 
home. Suicide." 
This caused the senior O'Leary mucli 
concern and he communicated with the 
police. The voice which name over tho 
telephone, the father says, was not th^ 
voice of his son. 
According to young O'Leary's state- 
ment he was the victim of a thug. 
He says: "I was coming through the 
alley about 11 o'clock. 
I was suddenly 
confronted by a large man. He hit me 
•with something heavy which he had in a 
long stocking. I drew my knife to >lo- 
fend myself. 
That is the last I rs- 
raember." 
Dr. Ewer, who IP attending the youth, 
states ho could not find any marks 01* 
contusions to indicate violence had been 
done. 
The physician-states- that In His 
opinion the nerves of the alleged victim 
played him strange pranks and that vis- 
ions were conjured up before his eyes of 
the footpad and of tne sand bag1. .There 
was nothing of value taken from the boy. 
The possible -explanation of the affair 
is that the boy's mind Is still affected 
by the death of his mother which oc- 
curred a short while ago. Sin- e then HP 
has been found In strange trance-like con- 
ditions. 
Once he WHS taken to the Re- 


• celvlng Hospital whore ho was exfimlncd 
by the physicians. His sole desire seems 
to be to rejoin his mother in the- spirit 
land.

The accounts of the successful work 


done in other cities, and -the telling of 
the Increasing power of the movement 
as it sweeps from city to city shows 
this work to be blessed of God in a re- 
markable way. .The meetings In all 
the cities have been larger, and greater, 
results have come than any have an- 
ticipated. 


Dr. Walton said yesterday: "To have 


the Legislature of Colorado adjourn; 
the Governor of the State, and the 
Mayor of Denver issue special proc- 
lamations; 
the politicians stop their 


factional ciuarrelings; the stores and 
all business cease, that all the people 
of Denver might attend prayer meet- 
ings on last Thursday, was to my mind 
'the marvel of the century. There was 
not room enough in the three great 
buildings where the meetings were ad- 
vertised to be held and after two more 
had been filled to overflowing, thou- 
sands were turned away."

ON THE CONCORD 


CIRCLE. 


Before the Shakespeare Club and a 


large number .of .friends, Charles* J. 
Woodburry 
of. Oakland, 
spoke 
at 


Eagles' Hall on "Emerson and the Con- 
cord Circle." As a personal friend of 
Emerson,. Thoreau, Hawthorne, 
Mar- 


garet Puller, Channing, Louise Alcolt 
'and others his discourse on these cele- 
brities was from the standpoint of a 
friend, and .not from a mere study of 
their literary works. 


The principal part of the lecture was 


devoted to Emerson, with whom the 
speaker was more familiar than the 
others, and an Insight was given the 
audience 'into 'his every day life, his 
Character and his many virtues. 
The 


speaker declared that Emerson was 
always in touch with the Deity, and 
never 
permitted 
anything 
however 


great to throw him off his axis with 
his Maker. 
Emerson was a son of the 


seventh generation of ministers, and 
showed his reverence for religion In 
his every day walks and talks. Mr. 
•Woodbury .declared that Emerson was 
one of 
the 
greatest 
revolutionary 


forces that was ever turned loose.- The 
Sage of Concord was against vices 
-and. Intemperance of all kinds, and at 
times when Mr. Woodbury had the 
temerity to offer him a cigar. Tie was 
reproved by 
a 
mild 'little 
sermon 


preached, on the spur , of the moment 
•which was one of Emerson's best ef- 
forts.'. He referred to", toba'cco as a 
"v.ile crowbar "With .which to destroy 
'the del-lcate tissues of the brain." 


' Mr. Woodbury told many personal 
reminiscences ot all the members of 
the Concord Circle. He declared that 
if Emerson was the brains of the cir- 
cle, Margaret Puller was certainly Its 
blood. 
Referring- to the ^pilgrimages 


of 
people 
to literary shrines, 
the 


speaker declared Concord would al- 
ways be regarded as sacred ground, 
and that personages of note would 
visit 'the spot hallowed by the ashes 
of these.. Imirrortals as they do other 
shrines, !and the speaker said "also as 
they come to the beautiful City of 
Roses 'to 'see Luther Burbanlt." 
At 


the mention -of 'Burbank's name there 
was ari enthusiastic applause, showing 
the feeling of the citizens of this city, 
his chosen home, for the eminent man 
of science. 
"As tourists visit Scotland because

The School Fund Raid. 


Senator Rowell's bill, like all the other bills to change the existing 


basis for apportioning the school money, is clearly,intended to give an 
undue proportion of the State fund to some counties at the expense of 
others. No matter how it may be presented or what the ostensible ob- 
ject may be, the real purpose is to mulct the larger counties where 
private and parochial schools are maintained for the benefit of the 
smaller, and more sparsely populated counties where only public 
schools are maintained. 


One proposition is to divide the school fund on the basis of ten 


per cent to each school district and the other go per cent in ratio to the 
number of children of school age disclosed by the school census. San 
Francisco constitutes a single school district and Red Dog with an 
tinpainted schoolhouse, a 
single teacher and twenty-five or thirty 


scholars is also one school district. We have here a proposition to 
place the cities of San Francisco, Oakland, Los Angeles and San Jose 
in the same class with Chinese Camp, Boston Ravine, Milpitas and 
Red Dog. 
It is too absurd and unjust to contemplate without indig- 


nation and derision. 


Another proposition is to make the enrollment in the public 


schools .the basis of apportionment, and a third is to apportion the 
school money on the basis of average attendance. The object in every 
case is the same—the grabbing of school money belonging to the cities 
to give it to rural communities which pay but a scanty proportion of 
the school tax. 


And still another proposition is to allow so much for every seven- 


ty pupils and for each additional teachet of a class of twenty or more. 
Again, the result is to deprive the larger cities of some of the school 
money they are now receiving. Each and every one of the several 
propositions will be to the injury of Oakland, yet we have heard of no 
move on the part of the officials of the School Department to protest 
against it. Why? 


Congressman Knowland won his spurs in the very first inning by 


securing the insertion in the River and Harbor Bills of an appropria- 
tion of 8250,000 for Oakland Harbor. This is a good beginning, and 
better still, it insures the future improvement of the harbor in accord- 
ance with Colonel Heuers plans. No mistake was made when Joseph 
R. Knowland was selected to succeed Hon. Victor H. Metcalf 
in Congress. He has already shown himself to be a successful worker. 
Dispatches from Washington saj. he is working hard to secure the 
$200,000 appropriation for the better equipment oE the Mare Island 
navy yard. He is being opposed however by a powerful lobby working 
in the interest of the shipyard combine. The private shipbuilders are 
bending every effort to defeat appropriations for properly equipping 
all the navy yards. 


Safety For School Children. 


The fire at the Lincoln School, while doing little damage, sounded 


a warning that the Boa.rd of Education should heed. The absence of 
wind and the promptitude of tho Fire Department alone averted a dis- 
aster that would have plunged many homes into grief and woe. The 
Lincoln School is a jumble of additions made with small regard for 
the consideration of safety; the exits are badly arranged and inad&- 
[quate in case of a stampede from fire. When the school reopened af- 
ter vacation the classes were rearranged, and no fire drill had been held 
since the rearrangement. 
In consequence discipline was lacking. 


Doubtless the pupils will be put through the fire drill more frequently 
since this danger has passed, but the bad exits remain. In construct- 
ing the new buildings particular attention should be given to making 
the exits wide and straight and the passages ample to accommodate a 
rush. The contracts have not yet been l.et, and the board has ample 
time to remedy any defects in the plans, if any exist in this respect. 
The plans may be perfect, for aught we know, but it is not amiss to 
go over them carefully again to make assurance doubly sure. 


Hutton's Grand Jury Disclosures. 


The revelations made to ihe San Francisco Grand Jury by Harry 


W. Hutton, the deposed police commissioner, are too belated to ob- 
tain much credence. It is obvious that they are prompted by a spirit 
of spite. Why, it will inevitably be asked, did Mr. Hutton wait till he 
was dismissed from office under specific charges of the most disgrace- 
ful character before making his revelations? Why did not Mr. Hutton 
appear before the Grand Jury at an earlier period if he was actuated by 
a sincere desire to reform the Police Department and bring about a 
better condition in the administration of public affairs? 
Unfortunately 


for his professions, Mr. Hutton's past record, independent of the 
charges made against him by the Mayor, has not been such as to win 
confidence either in his virtue or his motives. His career during the 
last eighteen or twenty years vindicates his claim to neither morality 
nor truthfulness. No one acquainted with his record could reasonably 
look to him for civic virtue of the Spartan kind or for a sincere desire 
to sacrifice himself for the public good. 


, It must be said, however, that Mayor Schmitz has never given any 


good reason for appointing Hutton in the first place. He was re- 
garded from the start as notoriously unfit for the responsible position 
of Police Commissioner, and the Mayor's other appointments to the 
Police Board have not been of a character to recommend themselves 
to the public. It is a reflection on the Mayor's discrimination that so 
many of his appointees have proved derelict in office. He should ex- 
ercise more care, if he wishes to impress the public with the sincerity 
of his expressed desire to improve the service.

sum total of money, bullion and all 
credits for which the superintendent 
of the mint was responsible, aggre- 
gating $110,767,000.67, was short by 
the same amount. Investigation proved 
that six sacks of double eagles, con- 
taining $5000 each, had been stolen 
from the. cashier's -vault, and the chief 
clerk of the mint, Walter X. Dimmick, 
was arrested, tried and convicted of the 
crime, and is now serving a term in 
the penitentiary at San Quentin, Cali- 
fornia. 


"The chief clerk had given a bond 


for Che-cum of $5000 and the collection 
for the full-amount was made thereon, 
reducing the amount of that shortage 
to $25,000, and this amount has been 
made good by the payment on the part 
of Frank A. Leach, superintendent of 
the mint, of $25,000 into the treasury 
of the "L'nited States. 


"The sum of money in the mint at 


the time of the theft was far beyond 
the amount which the mere process of 
coinage would require to be there'at 
one time. The vaults of the sub-treas- 
ury at San Francisco have been for 
- *-.e years insufficient to take caie 
ot the coin which comes to the treas- 
ury at that point and receive the coin- 
age of the mint as it is ready for 
delivery.

Celebration By Citizens of Comple= 


tion of Great Work— 


Addresses Made. 


BERKELEY, January 27.—In the pres- 


•" dice of a throng of people that filled the 


building to overflowing, the new Carnegie 
Public Library was thrown open to the 
public last night. .Citizens prominent in 
the social and educational life of the 
town delivered addresses, the history of 
the library movement in Berkeley was 
outlined, sweet singers rendered songs, 
and an orchestra provided music. Kach 
feature of the program contributed to 
make the occasion notable. 


Dr. J. Edson Kelsey, who was instru- 


mental In organizing: the first public 
library in Berkeley, delivered, what to 
many wa.s the most intersting address 
of the evening. 


Dr. Kelsey said the library had Its be- 
ginning when the need was felt for a 
place where college students and boys of 
the town might spend their evenings tin- 
der auspices that would elevate and not 
degrade them. He and others, including 
Assemblyman W. H. Waste; discussed 
the matter in 1S!>2, and a call for a muss 
meeting was issue), the meeting being 
held 
in 
Shattuck Hall. 
Money 
was 
raised, books were given, furniture pro- 
cured and rooms engaged, and a modest 
beginning made. The library grew from 
that to its present proportions hi the 
short space of thirteen years. 


Professor Leon Richardson of the State 
University delivered an address on "The 
Choice of Books." speaking in scholarly 
fashion of the care that should be exer- 
cised by the individual and the book buy- 
ing committee of the library in purchas- 
ing books. 
J. D. Layman, assistant librarian of 
the University, in his address dealt with 
matters similar to - those treated by Dr. 
Kelsey, and Assemblyman W. H. Waste, 
in a letter written from Sacramento,

Although 
the building is only seventy-four feet 
stiuare, it has bec;i carefully designed 
by Architect John Galen Howard so that 
every inch of space is made useful. 
The basement, which is raised from the 
ground, contains a juvenile room, which 
the board has tried to equip in'a manner 
equaling (he famous department of the 
same sort in the Plttsburg Carnegie lib- 
rary. This room is in the south side of 
the basement. • It has a large fireplace 


, and will be made attractive by pictures 
and statuary. The room will hold 10,000 


i volumes. 
- 
Besides the juvenile room, the base- 
ment has a well-equipped bindery, a box- 
ing room a dumb-waiter, bicycle room, 
janitor's room, furnace room, storeroom 
and lavatories, beaiclos a good sized room 
in the northeast corner, which may be 
used later as an additional reading room. 
While there will be fireplaces in all the 
rooms, the main heating will be dono by 
hot water radiators supplied from the 
furnace below. 
The main en 
ptr<mce hail and stairway, 
as well as the -entire main floor, has been 
finished in golden oak and the floors have 
been covered with cork. 
On the main 
floor are the periodical and newspaper 
reading room, the reference library and 
study room and stack-room of the circu- 
lating library. 
This stack-room has a 
capacity for -10,000 volumes, the reference 
library room for at least 8000. and these, 
with the capacity of the children's room, 
allow the building to hold comfortably 
60.000 books. 
The administration desk is so arranged 
as to command these rooms as well as 
the administration room, which' Js in the 
center, the stairway and the hall. There 
is also librarian's office and a small room 
for the meetings of the board in the 
rear of the stack-room. A skylight sheds 
a flood of light from the roof to the 
main entrance on Shattuck avenue. The 
windows, which furnish the rest of the 
light, are exceptionally large, and are 
furnished with pivoted panes of the best 
quality of American, plate glass.

than at any time he has know.n U, for* 
which he thanked 'the 'clergy 'and the! 
laity.

Bishop Nichols then treated of divorce 
and remarriage and had this to say: 


DIVORCE 
AND 
REMARRIAGE. 


"Our diocesan convention is the first. 
to meet under the important amendments! 
made by our general constitutional and! 
canon law, which in the main took effect! 
the first day this month.

"Important as are some of the other 
amendments like those looking to courts 
of appeal, and to a' more inclusive Episco-j 
pal oversight, that which undoubtedly isj 
most immediate in its bearings is the new] 
canon dealing with remarriage after di-: 
vorce, and the questions of discipline in- 
volved. 
"It seems to me but just in this con-i 
nection to accord high honor to those on 
all sides of this question who in these 
recent years .have in joint commissions 
and in laborious research and with pent 
and voice done so much to quicken the 
conscience and dlarify the intelligence of 
the church, not to say public sentiment 
itself, in this matter, and a chief, yes, 
perhaps the chief figure, among them all 
is the bishop, or if we might euphonize

expressed in the last Lambeth conference 
—the Duke of Albany. This position was 
stalwart, fearless, ringing with a leader- 
ship to'place' marriage on the highest 
possible plane.

The first of these was introduced sev- 


eral days ago by Assemblyman Atkinson 
of San Francisco. This was followed by 
one by Mr. Waste of Berkeley,. 


Then came a third from McGowan of 


San .Francisco. 
To-day Mr. Bates 'of 


AlamedJa and Mr. Devlin of Vnllejo and 
Senator Emmons followed each with : a 
bill having In view the object of protect- 
ing people who are. likely to be deceived 
by the glowing promises of 
financiers 


who claim to be able, to make people rich 
on the spur of the .moment. . 


A synopsis of the first three^ bills has 


already appeared in this correspondence. 


The bill of Mr..Devlin provides that in- 


vestment concerns shall maintain a re- 
serve fund of not less than 5100,000.

also requires the concerns to deposit with 
the State Treasurer 
a sum of money 


equal to its paid-up stock. 


ATTORNEY'S VIEWS. ' 


Attorney Sawyer of San Francisco in 


a letter on this subject to Assemblyman 
McGowan says: 


"I do not think that I am at all out 


of the way in saying that any effective 
service you can render 
In 
controlling 


these concerns will not only tte greatly 
appreciated by the great body of 'legiti- 
mate business people of the community, 
as well as of the great body of investors. 


"It is my opinion that no bill, is entitled 


o. any greater 'consideration than the 
bill which will- eventually be passed .by 
the Legislature, completely and absolute- 
y controlling these concerns.

Section 1 defines an iny-estment com- 


pany to be every corporation company or j 
association that shall hereafter engage j

stallment plan wherein the holders may 
become entitled to claim from such cor- 
poration a return at a definite or In- 
definite time. 


Section 2 provides that such investment 


companies, except such. as are subject

mission, shall deposit within sixty days
